SEED IMPUNITY. 


Clover Dodder Correa Largely ‘From 
European Grown deed. 
By F. If. HILLMAN, bureau of planting 
Industry. 
The dangerous character of dodder 
plants as pests of tiux and leguminous 
crops, together with their-w ide distri­ 
bution throughout the regions which 
have long grown these crops, especial­ 
ly in Kurope. has caused them to be 
looked upon with dread by farmers. 
As a result of its unpopularity seed 
containing dodder Is practically u n ­ 
salable In the domestic trade of most 
of the Huropean countries. 
It is owing 
to this adverse sentim ent in Europe 
regarding dodder infested seed and the 
absence In thD country of a national 
law 
prohibiting the importation and 
sale of such seed that so much dodder 
Is annually distributed throughout the 
United States. 
I bidder, especially as a menace to 
Clover and alfalfa culture, is tiecotnlng 
more and more prevalent throughout 
this country and is everyw here com­ 
m anding attention from farm ers who 
are observant of conditions affecting 
their crops. 
Dodder is a parasitic plant depend­ 
ent on n host plant for its food. 
It re­ 
produces by means of seeds and from 
p ie c e s of stems perm itted to come in 
favorable contact with a suitable host 
plant.

Dodder feeds are a very confmon 
im purity of clover, alfalfa and flax­ 
seed in the trade.

Low 
grade seed Imported from Europe gen­ 
erally contains dodder. 
Dodder seeds can readily be distin­ 
guished from crop seeds by a seedsman 
or farm er using a m agnifying glass. 
Certain kinds of dodder seeds can lie 
thoroughly cleaned from the best grade 
of farm seed. 
O ther kinds cannot l>e 
wholly separated from the seed which 
carries them. 
Some dodder seed is likely to escape 
removal in redeeming, and the young 
seeding should therefore be examined 
for dodder plants. 
The dodder plants 
should be discovered early and de­ 
stroyed by removal or burning. 
Dod­ 
der plants should not be allowed to 
seed, thereby contam inating the land. 
H and methods may subdue the dot 
der plants if they are not too abu 
dant; otherwise plowing under bef 
they go to seed or burning the sta 
if seeds have already ripened will be 
necessary.

High Calks a Frequent Source of Lame­ 
ness In Horses. 
P,y WILLIAM DICKSON. V. 8. 
In the whiter shoeing of the horse in 
many sections of the country the s-hoe 
is required to discharge a double duty 
111 the case of all classes of horses to 
afford 
foothold 
as 
well 
as 
guard 
against* undue wear. The common pat­ 
tern of shoes, fashioned with toe and 
heel catkins, or calks, faulty though it 
be, is probably the one that liest suits 
the requirements of the ease. 
It should, however, never l>e lost 
sight of that the shorter, sharper and 
smaller the calkins are so long as they 
answer their purpose the better for 
the foot that wears them. It Is only 
from that portion of the catch which 
enters the ground surface that tin* 
horse derives any benefit In the shape 
of foothold. 
Long calkins which do 
uot penetrate the hard, uneven ground 
are so many levers to compel the mil 
mal to ring his feet, rack his limbs 
and Inflict untold tortures on himself. 
I am of opinion that the presence of 
navicular disease, a dire malady from 
which horses used In agricultural la­ 
bor should enjoy a practical immu­ 
nity, Is traceable largely to the habitual 
use during our long winter months of 
needlessly large calkins, only frac­ 
tional parts of which find lodgment l.i 
the earth or ice during progression. 


Effect of Very High Calks. 
When a horse Is shod with exag­ 
gerated calkins the toe and heel calks 
are or ought to be the same height to 
start with at all events. 
Very often, 
however, they are not. aud even when 
they are the toe calk wears down on 
animals used for draft purposes far 
more rapidly than its fellows at t’.ie 
heel. 
The result is that the toe is de 
pressed while the heel Is unnaturally 
raised. 
The relative position of tlie 
bony structures within the foot is ui 
tered, and the navicular bone, which i 
not one of the weight bearing bones, 
is brought within the angle of inci­ 
dence of both weight bearing and con 
eussion, influences which it was never 
intended to withstand. The bone be 
comes first bruised and then diseased; 
the tendon to which it was designed 
that it should act as a pulley, which 
jrisses over and is in constant contact 
with it, become* also implicated, and 
what' is technically known as navicu 
lar arthritis (lameness of the fore foot* 
Is tlien engendered.

The wheat crop of liX/7 is (>25,571*,- 
0<*> bushels, r> per cent less than the 
average quantity for the five preceding 
years. 
But the value is about $300.- 
009,000, or 5 b. per cent more than the 
average, although the crops of 1901. 
190*2 and 1903 had each a slightly 
higher value than that of this year. 
The seven 
cereal 
crops 
produced 
4,1!>3,000,000 bushels, showing a loss 
of 214,000,000 bushels, or 5 per cent 
below the five year average, the loss 
being chiefly due to pats. 
The total 
value Is $2,!*78,000,000. 
This exceeds 
1000 by $290,000,000 and is 23 per cent 
above the average. 
During the fiscal year 1907 the ex­ 
ports of farm products exceeded the 
imports by $444,000,000, u balance that 
has been exceeded only four times—

Cotton Crop.

Alcohol of 94 per cent purity* must 
be sold for from 11 to 17 cents per gul- 
lon to compete with gasoline for light­ 
ing purposes at 20 cents per gallon, the I 
present retail price of gasoline

Ames. 
Alcohol when used In a generator 
lamp will produce from two to four 
times as many candle power hours as , 
kerosene in a wick lamp. 
It xvas found impossible to soot the 
mantels of any of the lamps with al­ 
cohol.

Alcohol of 94 per cent purity when 1 
used in engines designed for gasoline 
has but G8 to 85 per cent the value of 
gasoline in the production of power. 
To compete with gasoline at 20 cents 
per gallon for use in gasoline engine-* 
94 per cent alcohol must l*» sold for 
from 13 to 17 ceuts per gallon and 90 
per cent alcohol from 11 to 15 cents 
per gallon.

None of the engines could be started 
readily with alcohol, although a few 
could be started w*ith less difficulty 
than others.

After having once been started with 
gasoline and warmed up the carburet­ 
ors as designed for gasoline vaporized 
the alcohol successfully, except iu one 
Instance.

ed that those varieties averaging six 
or more tillers per plaid mad* an av-! 
erage yield of *28.4."* bushels per acre, i 
while those averaging less than six j 
produced 21.74 bushels. 
During three 
years 
the 
varieties 
of the hard red Yurke’.. or Russian 
type of wheat were the best yielders. 
The highest average yield for ‘ the 
three seasons, 41.7 bushels per acre, 
was made by Bearded Fife, really a 
hard red Turkey wheat. Other varie­ 
ties tested for three years and pro­ 
ducing large average yields were De­ 
fiance. Turkey No. 4. Turkey No. 9. 
Malakoff and Kharkov of the hard 
wheats and Zimmerman and Fultz of 
the soft wheats. The two soft wheat 
varieties averaged 38.3 bushels per 
acre as compared with 37.SS bushels 
for the eleven hard wheats tested dur­ 
ing the same period. 
It is stated that the hard wheats are 
especially adapted to fairly dry or up­ 
land conditions, such as obtain in the 
western two-thirds of the state and on 
the uplands in the eastern part, while 
the soft wheats give best results in 
eastern Kansas on bottom lands and 
in some sections on the lower uplands.

SEED IMPURITY. 


Clover 
Dodder 
Cornea 
Largely 'From 
European Grown 3eed. 
By F. II. H IL L M A N , bureau of planting 
industry. 
The dangerous character of dodder 
plants as pests of dux and leguminous 
crops, together with their wide distri­ 
bution throughout the regions which 
have long grown these crops, especial­ 
ly in Europe, has caused them to be 
looked upon with dread by farmers. 
As a result of its unpopularity seed 
containing dodder is practically un­ 
salable in the domestic trade of most 
of the European countries. 
It is owing 
to this adverse sentiment in Europe 
regarding dodder infested seed and the 
absence in this country of a national 
law prohibiting the importation and 
sale of such seed that so much dodder 
is annually distributed throughout tile 
United States. 
Dodder, especially as a menace to 
clover anil alfalfa culture, is becoming 
more and more prevalent throughout 
this country and is everywhere com­ 
manding attention from farmers who 
are observant of conditions affecting 
their crops. 
Dodder is a parasitic plant depend­ 
ent on a host plant for its food. 
It re­ 
produces by means of seeds and from 
pieces of steins permitted to come in 
favorable contact with a suitable host 
plant.

Dodder plants are to be distin­ 
guished by their slender, threadlike 
stems, which are lemon yellow, or­ 
ange or pink. There are several kinds 
of dodder. 
Climatic 
and

conditions 
strongly influence the growth and projj| 
ductlveuess

dodders. 
Tilt 
small seeded alfalfa dodder, so com­ 
mon in Hie west, appears to be un­ 
known in the eastern states, and clo­ 
ver dodder produces so little seed iii 
this country that its seed rarely if 
ever is found in American grown red 
clover seed or alfalfa seed. 
Dodder Feeds are a very coufraou 
impurity of clover, alfalfa and flax­ 
seed in the trade. 
Certain kinds are 
more commonly 
found In domestic 
than in foreign seed, while the con­ 
trary is true of other kinds. 
Low 
grade seed Imported from Europe gen­ 
erally contains dodder. 
Dodder seeds can readily be distin­ 
guished from crop seeds by a seedsman 
or farmer using a magnifying glass. 
Certain kinds of dodder seeds can im 
thoroughly cleaned from the best grade 
of farm seed. 
Other kinds cannot be 
wholly separated from the seed which 
carries them. 
Some dodder seed Is likely to escape 
removal ta recleaning, and the young 
seeding should therefore be examined 
for dodder plants. 
The dodder plants 
should be discovered early and de­ 
stroyed by removal or burning. 
Dod­ 
der plants should not be allowed to 
seed, thereby contaminating the land. 
Hand methods may subdue the doc 
der plants if they are not too abu 
dant; otherwise plowing under befo 
they go to seed or burning the stall' 
If seeds have already ripened will be 
necessary. 
The early crop of clover 
or alfalfa preceding the ripening of 
the dodder seeds can safely be used as 
pasturage, for soiling or in hayniak- 
iffg. 
The infested stubble should be 
plowed under immediately.

WINTER 
SHOEING. 


High Calks a Frequent Source of L a m e­ 
ness In Horses. 
By W IL L IA M DICKSON. V. S. 
In the w inter shoeing of the horse in 
many sections of the country the shoe 
is required to discharge a double duty 
iii the case of all classes of horses—to 
afford 
foothold 
as 
well 
as 
guard 
against* undue wear. The common pat­ 
tern of shoes, fashioned w ith toe and 
heel calkins, or calks, faulty though it 
be, is probably the one th a t best suits 
the requirem ents of the case. 
It should, however, never be lost 
sight of th at the shorter, sharper and 
smaller the calking are so long as they 
answ er their purpose the better for 
the foot th a t w ears them. It is only 
from th at portion of the catch which 
enters the ground surface th at the 
horse derives any benefit in the shape 
of foothold. 
Long calkins which do 
uot penetrate the hard, uneven ground 
are so m any levers to compel the ani­ 
mal to ring ilia feet, rack his limbs 
and inflict untold tortures on himself. 
I am of opinion that the presence of 
navicular disease, a dire malady from 
which horses used iii agricultural la­ 
bor should enjoy a practical im m u­ 
nity, is traceable largely to Hie habitual 
use during our long winter m onths of 
needlessly 
large calkins, only 
frac­ 
tional parts of which find lodgment in 
the eartli or ice during progression. 


Effect of Very High Calks. 
W hen a horse is shod with exag­ 
gerated calkins tile toe aud heel calks 
are or ought to be the sam e height to 
sta rt with at all events. 
Very often, 
however, they are not. and even when 
they are the toe calk wears down on 
anim als used for draft purposes far 
more rapidly than its fellows at the 
heel. 
The result is that the toe is de 
pressed while Hie heel is unnaturally 
raised. 
The relative position of the 
bony structures within the foot is a1 
tered, and the navicular bone, which is 
not one of the weight hearing bones. 
is brought within the angle of inci­ 
dence of both weight bearing and cpu 
cussion, influences which it was never 
intended to withstand. The bone be 
conies first bruised and then disease!: 
the tendon to which it w as designed 
that it should act as a pulley, which 
pisses over and is in constant contact 
with it, become* also implicated, and 
v, bat’ is technically known as liavicu 
lur arthritis (lameness of tile fore foot* 
is then engendered.

crops of the preceding five years. 
The w heat crop of I db7 is G25.57G.* 
000 bushels, r» per cent less than the 
average quantity for the five preceding 
years. 
But the value is about $500.- 
000,100. or 5U per cent more than the 
average, although the crops of KOOI. 
1002 and 
1005 hail each a slightly 
higher value than th at of this year. 
The 
seven 
cereal 
crops 
produced 
4.105,000,000 bushels, showing a loss 
of 214,000,000 bushels, or 5 per cent 
below the five year average, the loss 
tieing chiefly due to oats. 
The total 
value is $2,378,000,000. 
This exceeds 
1 DOC by $290,000,000 and is 23 per cent 
above tile average. 
During the fiscal year 1907 the ex­ 
ports of farm products exceeded the

The C o m p a ra tiv e Values of A lco h o l ars 
Gasoline. 
By Messrs. DAVIDSON and KIN G . tov/J 
S tate college. 
The new law permitting the '.villi 
drawai from bond, tux free, of dom es­ 
tic alcohol when denatured or render­ 
ed unfit for a beverage by the a U!i 
tiou of certain materials repugnant to 
the taste and smell aroused no I i 111 * - 
Interest concerning the use of alcohol 
for fuel and light and many inquiries 
upon the subject. Tho agricultural en­ 
gineering section lins for some time 
been conducting experiments to learn 
something of the value of this fuel for 
lamps 
and 
internal 
combustion 
en­ 
gines. 
Following is a sum m ary of the 
experim ental work as far as complet­ 
ed iii regard to the com parative val­ 
ues of alcohol and gasoline in the pro 
Unction of light and power: 
The higher heat value of 94 per cent 
alcohol is but 08 to 71 per cent th at of 
gasoline. 
The lower heat value (the value more 
nearly attain ed in practice) of 94 per 
cent alcohol is but GG to GO per cent 
th at of gasoline. 
W hen used for the production of 
light, 94 per cent alcohol will produce 
from 53 to 85 per cent as much light 
as an equal volume of gasoline. 
Alcohol of 94 per cent purity* must 
be sold for from l l to 17 cents per gal­ 
lon to compete with gasoline for light­ 
ing purposes at 29 cents per gallon, the ! 
present 
retail 
price of 
gasoline 
in 
Ames. 
Alcohol when used iii a generator 
lamp will produce from tw o to four 
times as m any candle power hours as , 
kerosene in a wick lamp. 
It was found impossible to soot the 
mantels of any of the lamps w ith al­ 
cohol. 
Alcohol of 94 per cent purity when 
used in engines designed for gasoline 
has b ut GS to 85 per cent the value of 
gasoline in the production of power. 
To compete with gasoline at 20 cents 
per gallon for use in gasoline engines 
94 per cent alcohol must lie sold for 
from 13 to 17 cents per gallon and IX) 
per cent alcohol from l l to 15 cents 
per gallon. 
| 
None of the engines could be started 
readily w ith alcohol, although a few 
could be started with less difficulty 
than others. 
After having once been started with 
gasoline aud warmed up the carburet- ; 
ors as designed for gasoline vaporized 
the alcohol successfully, except in one 
instance. 
No doubt tile gasoline carburetor can 
be readily changed to perm it the use J 
of alcohol as well as gasoline in the j 
same engine.
